Pursuant to RSA 21-1:80, I(b), authonize the Department of Natural and Cultural Resources, Division of
Parks and Recreation (Division) to enter into a SOLE SOURCE contract with the Student Conservation
Association, Inc. (VC #173352), Charlestown, NH in the amount of $52,500 to provide conservation
services at Monadnock State Park upon Governor and Executive Council approval through
October 31, 2019. 100% Federal Funds '

EXPLANATION

We are requesting a sole source contract with the Student Conservation Association, Inc. (SCA) because
of the organizational expertise, knowledge, and technical skills they bring. The funding requested is
specifically for Conservation Stewards to work at Monadnock State Park to address deferred trail
maintenance which is in addition to the statewide conservation and interpretive services program already
contracted. ‘

The SCA’s New Hampshire AmeriCorps (NH Corps) is a service-learning program based at Bear Brook
State Park. The SCA NH Corps program is a residential community of emerging leaders who devote 10
months to full-time educational and conservation services. Each year, 30 college aged members come
from across the United States to provide over 50,000 hours of direct service to the natural resources and
people of New Hampshire. From January through April, SCA NH Corps’ members mentor local youth
through in-school and after-school environmental education programs in the Manchester, Hooksett,
Deerfield, and Allenstown school districts. From May through October, SCA NH Corps’ members
serve in one of two positions within the program as: (1) Interpretive Rangers, providing environmental
education programming in NH State Parks; or (2) Conservation Stewards, carrying out significant
natural resource protection, conservation projects and recreational improvement projects throughout the
state for towns, non-profit organizations, federal agencies and the State Park System.

In 2018, SCA NH Corps celebrated its 24th year of AmeriCorps programming, having managed nearly
700 AmeriCorps members that have served over one million hours since 1994 from Bear Brook State
Park. During these years, SCA NH Corps has proven its organizational ability to successfully
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administer youth corps programs, developing and annually reviewing tools, policies, and procedures
including the development of a comprehensive Policies and Procedures Manual to effectively monitor
programmatic and financial systems.

For these reasons, and in order to continue this important partnership with the SCA, the Division
respectfully requests sole source approval of this contract.

The Attorney General’s office has approved this contract to form, substance and execution.

9. DATA/ACCESS/CONFIDENTIALITY/
PRESERVATION,

9.1 As used in this Agreement, the word “data” shall mean all
information and things developed or obtained during the
performance of, or acquired or developed by reason of, this
Agreement, including, but not limited to, all studies, reports,
files, formulae, surveys, maps, chans, sound recordings, video
recordings, pictorial reproductions, drawings, analyses,
graphic representations, computer programs, computer
printouts, notes, letters, memoranda, papers, and documents,
all whether finished or unfinished.

9.2 All data and any property which has been received from
the State or purchased with funds provided for that purpose
under this Agreement, shall be the property of the State, and
shall be returned to the State upon demand or upon
termination of this Agreement for any reason.

9.3 Confidentiality of data shall be governed by N.H. RSA
chapter 91-A or other existing law. Disclosure of data
requires prior written approval of the State.

10. TERMINATION. In the event of an early termination of
this Agreement for any reason other than the completion of the
Services, the Contractor shall deliver to the Contracting
Officer, not later than fifleen (15) days after the date of
termination, a report (“Termination Report”) describing in
detail all Services performed, and the contract price earned, o
and including the date of termination. The form, subject
matter, content, and number of copies of the Termination
Report shall be identical to those of any Final Report

. described in the attached EXHIBIT A.

11. CONTRACTOR'S RELATION TO THE STATE. In
the performance of this Agreement the Contractor is in all
respects an independent contractor, and is neither an agent nor
an employee of the State. Neither the Contractor nor any of its
officers, employees, agents or members shall have authority to
bind the State or receive any benefits, workers’ compensation
or other emoluments provided by the State to its employees.

12. ASSIGNMENT/DELEGATION/SUBCONTRACTS.
The Contractor shall not assign, or otherwise transfer any
interest in this Agreement without the prier written notice and
consent of the State. None of the Services shall be
subcontracted by the Contractor without the prior written
notice and consent of the State.

13. INDEMNIFICATION. The Contractor shall defend,
indemnify and hold harmless the State, its officers and
employees, from and against any and ali losses suffered by the
State, its officers and employees, and any and all claims,
labilities or penalties asserted against the State, its officers
and employees, by or on behalf of any person, on account of,
based or resulting from, arising out of (or which may be
claimed to arise out of) the acts or omissions of the
Contractor. Notwithstanding the foregoing, nothing herein
contained shall be deemed to constitute a waiver of the
sovereign immunity of the State, which immunity is hereby
reserved to the State. This covenant in paragraph 13 shall
survive the termination of this Agreement.

14. INSURANCE.

14.1 The Contractor shall, at its sole expense, obtain and
maintain in force, and’shall require any subcontractor or
assignee to obtain and maintain in force, the following
insurance:

14.1.1 comprehensive general liability insurance against all
claims of bodily injury, death or property damage, in amounts
of not less than $1,000,000per occurrence and $2,000,000
aggregate ; and

14.1.2 special cause of loss coverage form covering all
property subject to subparagraph 9.2 herein, in an amount not
less than 80% of the whole replacement value of the property.
14,2 The policies described in subparagraph 14.1 herein shall
be on policy forms and endorsements approved for use in the
State of New Hampshire by the N:H. Department of
Insurance, and issued by insurers licensed in the State of New
Hampshire.
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14.3 The Contractor shall furnish to the Contracting Officer
identified in block 1.9, or his or her successor, a certificate(s)
of insurance for all insurance required under this-Agrecment.
Contractor shall also furnish to the Contracting Officer
identified in block 1.9, or his or her successor, certificate(s) of
insurance for all renewal(s) of insurance required under this
Agreement no later than thirty (30) days prior to the expiration
date of each of the insurance policies. The certificate(s) of
insurance and any renewals thereof shall be attached and are
incorporated herein by reference. Each certificate(s) of
insurance shall contain a clause requiring the insurer to
provide the Contracting Officer identified in block 1.9, or his
or her successor, no less than thirty (30) days prior written
notice of cancellation or modification of the policy.

15. WORKERS’ COMPENSATION.

15.1 By signing this agreement, the Contractor agrees,
certifies and warrants that the Contractor is in compliance with
or exempt from, the requirements of N.H. RSA chapter 281-A
("Workers' Compensation”).

15.2 To the extent the Contractor is subject to the
requirements of N.H. RSA chapter 281-A, Contractor shall
maintain, and require any subcontractor or assignee to secure
and maintain, payment of Workers” Compensation in
connection with activities which the person proposes to
undertake pursuant to this Agreement. Contractor shail
furnish the Contracting Officer identified in block 1.9, or his
or her successor, proof of Workers” Compensation in the
manner described in N.H. RSA chapter 281-A and any
applicable renewal(s) thereof, which shall be attached and are
incorporated herein by reference. The State shall not be
responsible for payment of any Workers’ Compensation
premiums or for any other claim or benefit for Contractor, or
any subcontractor or employee of Contractor, which might
arise under applicable State of New Hampshire Workers’
Compensation laws in connection with the performance of the
Services under this Agreement.

16. WAIVER OF BREACH. No failure by the State to
enforce any provisions hereof after any Event of Default shall
be deemed a waiver of its rights with regard to that Event of
Default, or any subsequent Event of Default. No express
failure to enforce any Event of Default shall be deemed a
waiver of the right of the State to enforce each and all of the
provisions hereof upon any further or other Event of Default
on the part of the Contractor.

17. NOTICE. Any notice by a party hereto to the other party
shall be deemed 10 have been duly delivered or given at the
time of mailing by certified mail, postage prepaid, in a United
States Post Office addressed to the parties at the addresses
given in blocks 1.2 and 1.4, herein.

18. AMENDMENT. This Agreement may be amended,
waived or discharged only by an instrument in writing signed
by the parties hereto and only after approval of such
amendment, waiver or discharge by the Governor and
Executive Council of the State of New Hampshire unless no

\
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such approval is required under the circumstances pursuant to
State law, rule or policy.

19. CONSTRUCTION OF AGREEMENT AND TERMS.
This Agreement shall be construed in accordance with the
laws of the State of New Hampshire, and is binding upon and
inures to the benefit of the parties and their respective
successors and assigns. The wording used in this Agreement
is the wording chosen by the parties to express their mutual
intent, and no rule of construction shall be applied against or
in favor of any party.

20. THIRD PARTIES. The parties hereto do not intend to
benefit any third parties and this Agreement shail not be
construed to confer any such benefit.

21. HEADINGS. The headings throughout the Agreement
are for reference purposes only, and the werds contained
therein shall in no way be held to explain, modify, amplify or
aid in the interpretation, construction or meaning of the

~ provisions of this Agreement.

22. SPECIAL PROVISIONS. Additional provisions set
forth in the attached EXHIBIT C are incorporated herein by
reference.

23. SEVERABILITY. In the event any of the provisions of
this Agreement are held by a court of competent jurisdiction to
be contrary to any state or federal law, the remaining
provisions of this Agreement will remain in full force and
effect.

24, ENTIRE AGREEMENT. This Agreement, which may
be executed in a number of counterparts, cach of which shall
be deemed an original, constitutes the entire Agreement and
understanding between the parties, and supersedes all prior
Agreements and understandings relating hereto.

The SCA shall provide five, six person conservation crew hitches at Monadnock State Park.
Projects include removal of risk trees and trail rehabilitation park-wide and specifically the
following will be addressed;

" Hitch 1
1. White Dot Trail: Falcon Spring to “Nixon Rock”; formalize 6-8’ trail width to keep
hikers off the sides of the trail and add riprap and gargoyles to the sides of the trail.
2. White Cross Trail: “Slabs” to upper Dot/Cross Junctton; crush local rock to create more
“gravel” to help harden muddy sections of trail.

Hitch II & 111 .
White Dot Trail: At multiple locations in “slabs™ section of trail, build rock stairs alongside the
slab and formalize bootleg trails as an alternative to climbing the slabs. .

Hitch IV and V
White Cross Trail: Build staircase around the side of the “slabs™ to help with rescue routes.
